IRST, We think it convenient to 
define the word Diſtillation, and then 
to ſhew the uſe thereof; the word 
K Diſtillation, imports no more than | 
dropping down by little and little; but the uſe 
and end thereof, is in the firſt place to Extract 
the Spirituality from bodies, when macerated 
or open'd by Fermentation; ſo that we may - 1 
truly ſay this Aft is for changing of groſs and | 
thick bodies into a thin and Spiritual Nature, 
by which Action the pure Efiuvia are ſepara- 
ted from the more terrene, Fætid, and im- 
pure Feces ; and that only by the help of heat; 
they being thereby reſolved into a Vapour;

wee intend not to ſpeak of any thing but what 
Is pertinent thereunto, we ſhall refer thoſe 
who deſire to know the Nature of other Ope- 
rations, to our Chymicus' Rationals , where 
they are fully and amply handled, and ſo 
_ \ paſſing by the uſe and Definition of this Art, 
we ſhall now come to the Pradtick . 
In which we find that it requires a great ma · 
ny Conveniences, as a fit Work- houſe, proper 
Stills, Coppers, Backs, Inſtruments and Ma- 
my py xterials, all which, to be ri htly managed, re- : 
aqune ſeveral hands, if any conſiderable 
EIS...  _<© draught | 
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draught of Goods is intended to be made, ſo 
from hence we may conclude that this Art is 
not rightly to be carried on without a conſide- 
rable large Fund, but when ſo managed *twill 
repay the Owner, or Mafter with conſiderable 
| Intereſt; which is the reaſon that many of 
them get ſuch plentiful Eſtates, at which none 
ought to grudge, ſeeing tis got with ſuch juſt 
gain, and that the Golden Cap is obtained by 
hard Labour: And beſides, there's a Proverb 
in England, win Gold and wear it; and why - 
therefore may not theſe enjoy the ſame, ſeeing 
nothing is more laborious than this Art, 
when rightly followed; and what they there- 
by obtain, we may, as it were, ſay, is got 
out of the Fire: But before we proceed par- 
ticularly to give every one the Rnowledge of 
theſe Profits, we ſhall ſpeak of the neceſſaries 4 
whereby we are enabled to go to work, others = 
wiſe without them we may be ſare there'll be 14 
none at all. —. 0t Rs 0 
Firſt, As to the Work- houſe, we beſt 
eſteem it hen ſomething ſpacious, at leaſt 
"I 16, 18, or'20 Foot in breadth; and 24, 26, "A 
28, or 30; in length; eſpecially, where ol 
deſign to work conſiderable quantities. The 1 
manner of Erecting the Carcaſe, with the 
proportionable height, and way of covering 
it, we ſhall leave to the Ingenuity of the 
Work man, to whom it belongs, and give 
you our Opinion of the Accompliſhment of 
what is required in it: Thus, at the utmoſt 
end we adviſe that a Copper be ſet up, after 
the manner of the Brewers; except you — 
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the Waſh from running over, and the other

to prepare your Liquor in your large Still, 
Which will be ſomewhat troubleſome, and in- 
_ deed a great hinderance to buſineſs, if you in- 
tend to work it off twice a day, as uſually is 
done: Now by your Copper you muſt have 
your Maſhing Tub, to maſh in; and under 
that large Receivers, and over upon the Raf- 
ters you may have a Cooler; and again under 
the Coolers large Backs, one for the ſtronger 
Wort, the other for the ſmaller ; and ſo or- 
_ der'd, as that it may run into either; now 
from theſe large Backs, you muſt convey Lea- 
den Pipes unto receiving Backs for Stores, and 
from your ftore ones to the Waſh-backs, 
which ought always to be placed oppoſite to 
your great Stills, for the more ready filling of 
them; now this conveyance is very conveni- 
ent, from Back to Back; for by this means 
you may always be ſupplied with Waſh ; and 
. eſpecially if you command it by the turning 
of a Cock, otherwiſe you muſt make uſe of a 
ſtrong Cork with a String above it, that ſo 
you may pluck it out when you pleaſe. Now 
theſe Backs, as they are ſet into the Earth; 
_ muſt be well daubed about with temper'd 
Clay, cr put in a thin Bed thereof; for this is 
faid to preſerve tñem tight and warm: Theſe 
muſt have Covers above with a Leaf to fold 
up upon oceaſion ; and upon a defect of Backs; 
you may make uſe of large Oyl Fats, ſo or- 
der'd; you muſt have a Brak or Wooden 
Pump to put into the Backs, and fo with a 
Spout faltced with a Broom therein, to keep 
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The Compleat Diſtiller. 5 
end on the Still you wonld fill, you may at 
any time eaſily perform it; your Spout being 
moveable from Stil] to Still. 

In hanging your Stills you muſt obſerve, to 
lace them on the ſame ſide that your Copper 
is on, that ſo your Backs may be the better 
ranged together without Confuſion 5 let 
them be as near the end as they'll poffibly - 
ſtand; and let two ſtand together, that fo 
one Flew may ſerve, for the conveyance of both _ 
their Smoaks; and in the firſt place you muſt _ 
obſerve to place them ſo, as that the lower 
end of the Worm may be 14 Inches from the 

Ground, that ſo a Can may freely be placed 
under, and taken away. when full: *tis better 

an Inch too high than a quarter of one too 
low; and for proportioning your Still to any 
Height, you mult let in your Aſh-hole into the 
ground; which in length and breadth muſt be 
proportionable to that of the Still ; for one of 

ſix Barrels ten or twelve Inches in breadth is 

ſufficient ;, and for one of eight or ten Barrels, 
it muſt be twelve or fourteen at the leaſt; 
the which are two very good Sizes; the 
length muſt be proportioned according to the 
Grate and Door, ſomewhat ſloping for the 
more eaſie commanding the Aſhes. ' And hav- 
ing proceeded t nus far, you muſt obſerve not 

to make the fire place too broad; your Grate 
muſt be made of thick heavy Bars, exactly 
cut, of an even length, the ends ſomewhat 
flatted upon flat Bars, and broad, flat Bars 
mult lie even with their upper edges, that fo _ 
the Shovel, Slice or Rake may not jam in — 3 
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although they lie looſe, to be taken in or out 
upon occaſion as any of them melt off: The 
broad flat Bars muſt he continued tight one 
to aggther, even to the month of the Door; 
| and: je Door muſt heof Iron, as the Brewers 
Coppers are; let your mouth and fire place be 
built all of broad Tiles, for theſe better bear 
the fury of the Fire than Bricks And when 
your Fire place is of its proper height, and 
. at one end a convenient ſloping hole left for 
the Fire to play up in, let your Still be placed 
upon the Brick- work, in ſuch a way As that it 
may have a Current for the Liquor to run 
out. of the Cock; and upon tryal let it be 
cloſely work d up to the bottom, that ſo the 
Fire may only play at the Flew ; and obſerve 
to place your Cocks through the Wall, that ſo 
the Liquor or Waſh may run out into the pro- 
per receiving Backs, without anneying the 
Still- houſe. Let there he a Wheel- vent made 
to receive the Smoak and Flame, at leaſt five, 
ſix, ſeven, or eight Inches, as your Still is in 
bigneſs, which taking the Fire throws it round 
the Still, and brings it into the great Flew or 
Chimney ; tis generally ordered, that the 
Wheel-yent ſhould- go with the Sun; but jf 
vou hang two Stills together, which is the 
right way, then let the one Vent go to the 
right and the othet to the left, that ſo both

you may continue their diviſion to what height 
you pleaſe by a Brick on the edge between 
them. The Wall of your Stills muſt go with 
ned odd, and; be carried up. only the 
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thickneſs of a Brick. Between the Angle of 
the two rounds, let flat Bars be faſtned two 
or three like a Ladder, that ſo you may go 
up to ſee, when the Still is full; as alſo to 
cleanſe it upon occaſion. When your Work 
is carried up as high as the upper Nails in the 
Still, then cover your Vent, by carrying on 
your Work ſloping till you come to the nar- 
row place of the Still; let the edge of your 
Work be round, that ſo, if any Liquor fall on 
the Slope, it may the eaſier drop away; 
your work above being well ſecured all round 
with plain Tiles and a good' bed of Mortar, |

Moreover, we approve belt of thoſe Helms,

Figs, Prunes, Tamarindi, or others, that either 
may by Art be Brewed, or will give a Spirit by 
Fermentation: Fifthly, All kind of Foreign 
Wines, and their Lee,: Dir thly, All kind. of 
Herbs whatſoever, either with or without Addie 
tion. e „ 


| Theſe being ſufficient to demonſtrate all 


that can be ſaid in the Art, are laid down, to 
the end, that you may the better conceive of, 
and comprehend, what is to be ſpoken thereof, 
in the particular ways of Working: We ſhall 
now begin with the firſt Head, that of Malt. 
In which there are various ways of working, 
one Brewing it into ſound Ale and Beer, 
which is the beſt, and letting it come to Age 
and Strength before Diſtilled ; others Brew- 
ing it without any Boyling or Hops, bring- 
ing the three Liquors together into their 
Waſh- backs, and ſo Ferment and Diſtil; 


others Ferment Malted Wheat and Malt, and 
ſo Diſtil; and others are for Protuberating 
and burſting Corn by boYting of it, and then 


Fermenting and Diſtilling it; ail which ſhall 
be treated of apart: And firft of Brewing 
found Beer, becauſe from thence the beſt and 
trueſt Agua Fite's are made. 5 
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As to Brewing we have given you our epi- 
nion in our Cereviſiarii Comes, which in ſhort 

is, that by Decoction the deſtructive Gaſs muſt 
be taken out of the Water, and then to be 
cool'd in, which is, that ſome of it muſt be 
cold, and as much put on the Malt as will 
ſerve for mixtion and commixtion; and then 
pouring on as much warm Liquor as you in- 
tend to-make uſe of in that Maſhing ; then 
rowing up well, and letting it ſtand its due 
time, to draw it into the Receivers, and ſo to 
proceed, as directed in the before-cited Book; 
only you are to obſerve, that if it ſhould not 
be fully rich of the Malt, to Diſtil it as ſoon 
as tis well wrought, for fear it ſhould flat, 
and ſo great part of the Spirit ſhould be loſt; 
but if it be very Strong and well Brewed, 
you may keep it to what Age you pleaſe, be- 
fore yon Diſtil it. The way to Diſtil it will 
be ſhown hereafter. 1 


The ſecond is the general way made uſe of 
by all the Diſt:llers; the way whereof. though 
laid down in the-precited Book, ſhalt be here 
again repeated, becauſe this may come into 
the hands of thoſe, which that may not, and 
becauſe we deſign in this to make the Art com- 
pleat and entire. Firſt, you are to heat your. 
Water a little above Blood warm, . e. be- 
tween Blood-warm and ſcalding hot, but 
obſerve, that you take it defore it breaks, 
which they call*Pinch O' my Nail; for, they 
ſay, that if you boyl your Liquor you make it hard, 
and jo*twill not tale out the Virtue of your Malt, 
but we know to the contrary, for if the Li- 
OG quor

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quor is ſo boyled, as that only the Gaſs may 
evaporate; little or no Conſumption being 
made, it is-by that means made more mellow, 
and will extract more virtue out of the Malt, 
if in a good temper put thereto, and then the 
Malt being in a Maſh-tub, add ſo much Liquor 
to it as is juſt ſufficient to wet it, and this is 

| called Maſhing; then row or ſtir it up very 
well with two or three pair of Hands, ſtifly 
for half an hour together, till *tis all mixed in 
every part; then add in what quantity of Li- 
quor you think fit; but the ſtiffer you Maſh, 
the better it is; then ſtrow it all over with a 
little freſh Malt, and let it ſtand an hour and 
a quarter, or thereabouts ; then let it off into 
its Receivers, and Maſh again with freſh Li- 

quor, and let it ſtand about an hour, rowing 
it up, as before ſaid; ſo a third time: And 

\ fome will Maſh a fourth time, which then 

muſt not ſtand above half an hour : But we 
ſay that three times are ſufficient ; the fourth 
being ſo poor and very. ſmall indeed, that *tis 
fitter for Smail-beer for very poor People, 
than for a Diſtillation; unleſs tis uſed inſtead 
of Liquor for other Maſhings on freſh 1 
Now ſome very Ingenious Perſons Boyl their 
Liquor and Cool fn, the which we well ap- 
prove of. ' :

ery Wort that comes is pump'd up 

out of the under Back into the Cooler, there 
to Cool; and then from the Cooler into the 
Waſh- hacks, there to remain ' till all the three 
Worts come together. By the way obſerve, 

that you neither Hop nor Boyl, as for Beer; 
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no when they are down in the Backs, and in 
a proper coolneſs and fit to be ſet; then add 
a Yeaſt enough to work it very well, as 
for Ale; and as the Veaſt riſes up beat it 
-downagain, and keep the ſame all in; and let 
it work three, four, or five days, according 


to the Seaſon of the Year, Temperament: of 


Four Back, when ſet, and Judgment of the 
If a Back be ſet either too cold or too hot, 


tis thus holpen, by adding either hot or cold 


++ moſtly uſed in Hollaud and Germany, which 


Liquors, to bring it unto a good Tempera- 
ture; in the Winter time, in extream cold 
weather when it flats and goes backward, and 
will come to no good Head; you may again 
promote it's Fermentation by adding ſome of 
thoſe things preſcribed in that of Molaſſes : 
Now if-you can exactly know the time of the 
Waſh's being come, then you may take off 
your thick Yeaſt, to ſet other Backs with: 
But if not, then muſt you take with you theſe 
ſigus, /c. the working it ſelf down flat, and 
then the thick Yeaſt ſinking to the bottom, 
that fo what lies on the top will be but a kind 
of an Hoary or Yeaſty Head: You muſt ob- 
ſerve that your Waſh" be neither ſowre nor 
ſweet, but in a Medium between both; for't 
will then be moſt profitable for Diſtillation : 
but ſome ſay, that being taken in its higheſt 
Curle, before it begin to flat, and the Yeaſt 
and all Stilled, it gives the meſt Spirit; the 
way whereof will be alſo hereafter ſhown. 
The third we call the Dutch way, becauſe. 


is, 
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is, the Fermenting of the Corn; which to do, 

you muſt proceed thus: Take freſh ground 
Malt, made of Wheat, Barley, or Buck 
Wheat, &c. and put it into the Oyl Tubs be- 
fore deſcribed, pouring thereon as much cold 
Water as will ſerve for mixtion and commix- 
tion, and then alſo pouring as much warm 
Water, as will ſuffice for making the mixture 
moiſt and thin, alſo warm; for it muſt be 
neither hot nor cold, but in the Medium be- 
tween both; which being done, and well 
rowed up, mix therewith ſome new Barm, 
and cover it with its Cover and Cloth very 
warm; which being expoſed to the Heat will 
in a ſnort ſpace begin to Ferment; therefore 
you are not to fill your Veſſels above three 
quarters full; this you muſt leave until Fer- 
mented, and the mixture deſcends, which for 

the moſt part will be on the third or fourth | 
day; and then is it ready for Diſtillation. ;z  _ 
but *tis generally experienced by thoſe which 
are notuſed to this way, that the Malt, being 
put into the Still Cakes and burns to the bot- 
tom, to the deſtruction both of the ſame, and 

| Low-wines, Which come off with a burnt taſte ; 
which to prevent, there are two ways; the 

| one is to preſs forth the Liquor from the 
Grains, and to Diſtil the fame ; the other is 
by our new Inyention, which will be ſhown 
hereafter; for weſaw that allour Experiments 
made in a boyling Bath did not in the leaſt 
burn; but that all the Lom-wines came off 
very tweet and luſcious ia taſte, and pleaſant 
in ſmell. - or OR OE OO . 
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; The Fourth and Laſt, is is the Glaiberias 
way, which is thus: Firſt, you muſt after this 
manner prepare your Corn, whether Barley, 
Rie, Oats, or Wheat; ſc. ſteqp'Tt in ſweet 
Water for ſome days, then place it, that it may 

. - ſprout after the ſame manner as Corn i is Mal- 
. bd for the making of Beer; turn it well for 


à certain time, leſt it be corrupted by too 
mnuuch heat; then when it is well ſprouted, 
ſpread it abroad, that it may preſently col, 
and *twill never ſowre. 

But if you would uſe it preſently, then take 
as much of it as your Diſtillation will require, 
and in a Kettle full of Water, boyl it ſolong, 
till the Grains are broken, then pour ĩt into a 
Wooden Veſſel, and when it is luke-warm, 
Add to it the freſh Dregs or Grounds of Beer, 
and let it Ferment; when it has fermented 
enough, which is uſually at the end of two or 
three days, then Brandy-wine is made in a 
common Still, by Diſtillation from that Corn; 
what remains in the Still will ſerve to feed 

' Oxen, Cows, Hogs, or ther Cattle. 
But the Brandy-wine Which proceeds from 
thence muſt be redified, as the way is; and 
by this means tis render'd more ſweet and 
_ grateful to the Reliſh, than any other Brandy 
made of Corn: the Reaton is this, That all 
Bread-Corn, of which Brauch- wine ought to

= Let thus much at preſent ſuffice concerning

= As to Molaſſes, you need to do no more, 

than down with it into the Backs (ſeeing for 
promiſe fake we muſt open ſo many Truths) 
and add thereto three or four times its weight 

of Liquor, prepared as in the ſecond Head; 

W 7. e. to every Hundred of Molaſſes thirty fix, 
forty, or forty ſix Gallons of Liquor; accord-

very little quantity of Spirits ; deren 260M 2

Malt; and eſpecially in theſe cold Climates; 


for you muſt obſerve to ſet your Back at once 


in a good temper ; being not ſo well to be 


| holpen by hot or cold Liquors, as that of 


Corn; and you muſt have good ſtore of Yeaſt, 
or Ferment to Head it well at once, or elſe it 
will not come on; but if you.uſe Waſh in- 
ſtead of Water and Tilts, the Grounds of ve- 


ry ſtrong Beer, will help its Fermentation on 


ſo, that abundantly leſs Yeaſt will ſerve; and 
you muſt obſerve, that it ſtands, eſpecially 


in the Winter time, in a very warm Place; 


and if in the ſecond day it ſhould not begin 
to come well on, the which it will not, if ſet; 


either too hot or too cold; then you muſt 
have ready by you a Pot of very ſtrong Mu- 


ſtard, with a Horſe-taddiſh and good Onion, 
and the value of an Egg, or two of theſe muſt 
be caſt in; you may dip the Onion and Horſe- 
Rzddiſh in the Muſtard ; and this will highly 
promote its Fermentation; eſpecially if you 
add à Ball of Whiting; Tartar or Argal is 
not to be deſpiſed in the Doctrine of Fermen- 
tation; for twill give a ſecret and ſure inter- 


nal one, yet when a Back is in too high a 


Foam, ?twill kindly flat it : In all this you 
muſt obſerve, that Experience muft be your 
chief guide; for tho* we difeover true things; 


yet ſeveral accidents may occur, wherein this 


Miſtreſs may and will be your beſt help: For 


you muſt know that when it is truly Fermen- 
ted, you muſt take it in the right Nick, nei- | 


ther too high nor too flat, neither to ſweet

takeawaythe ungratefulneſs thereof, which will 
be more largely ſhown in the Chapter of Re- 
ctification: Lom- wines, Proof Goods and Recti- 
fied Spirits, may be made from thoſe Meads 
deſcribed in our Britannean Magazine of Wine; 
and moſt excellent and flavorous Spirits they 
are indeed: Moreover as to what concerns 
Sugar, it may be performed by what is laid 
down of Molaſſes and Heney; and therefore 
being needleſs to repeat it, we ſhall paſs en to 
another Head.

than at other times, you may Diſtil them, 


their Juice being either preſt out, or the Fruit 
put into the Still, as we in our Tryals have 
ſometimes done; but then we have obſerved 
often to take off the Head, and ſtir them, till 
ready to boyl, for fear they ſhould Cake: 


But if you make uſe of our new Invention 


mentioned in the Diſtilling of Corn, you ſave 
all this trouble: The manner of bringing

Now as to Foreign Wines and their Lees, 
tis by us obſervable, that the former being 
well Fermented and become fine and gene- 
rous, will give ſo noble a Spirit in Diſtillati- 
on, that we highly doubt whether a Pint 
thereof may be got amongſt all the Brandy 
Merchants in England,; and becauſe their Baſis 
way be ſold in Foreign parts at a greater 


price, than when Diſtilled ; their uſual way 


therefore is to Diſtil ſuch Wines, as will not 


keep the Year about without roping or turn- 
ing ſow re, or ſuch as are ſmall and defective, WM 


In 
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in compariſon to what they are at other Vin- 


tages, wherefore we conceive that moſt Bran- 
dies are made ſuch Years, as are wet and cold, 


W fo that the Fruit of the Vine, or Grapes are 


not for want of the bonnteous or friendly 


Ries of the Sun brought to their true Matu- 
W rity; from whence only proceed the richneſs 
and fragrancy to the Wine; for thereby only 
is the Specificated Sulphur brought forth ap- 


parently in its Genuine Nature : Now what 
Nature doth not perform, they endeavour to 
ſupply by Art, /c. by ſtumming of them, 
bringing them by an Artificial heat into a 
ſtrong Fermentation; and to give Savours, 
they often uſe the Tincture or Efence of ap- 
propriated Herbs; and being fine or fined by 


 Glals, they rack them off for Sale; concern- 


ing which Brewing of Wines, there is no 
Nation that uſeth it more than the Dutch; for 
altho' in France they generally buy the ſmalleſt 
riſed Wines, new and rough, yet by their 
weets, and perfumes, do they bring and ad- 


vance them to a conſiderable Price: And theſe 


alſo thus managed give a very good and plea- 
ſant Spirit or Brandy; being ar all times fit 
for Diſtillation ; but that Spirit drawn from 
the Lees will not by far be ſo pleaſant, as this 


from the Wines, altho' both out of one and 


the ſame Cask, as will be ſhown hereafter : 
therefore paſſing this by here, we ſhall come 
to ſhow the way of ordering Low Wines and 
Lees, which is thus :

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You muſt add to your Lees as mich warm 
Liquor as will diſſolve them, and then with 
Stum and warmth, or the common Ferment, 
bring them into Fermentation, and if thick, 
you may preſs out the Moiſture, and Diſtil 
it: But in the Viniferious Countries they mix 
{mall, new, and other decayed Wines theres 
with, and ſo bring them into Fermentation 
with ſome other ſmall addition of Liquor, 
and then Diſtil them. So that it is from theſe 
mixtures that the Violet, Rasberry, and other 
pleaſant taſtes proceed : For as the Ingenious 
Glauber ſaith, the Juice of Grapes is nothing 
elſe but a ſweet Salt, which by Fermentation be- 
comes more Tart; nay, indeed more ſowre, as 
its Inviſible, Vital and Internal Spirituality 
bath its mare volatile particles exhauſted ;, but 

ſeeing we have more largely treated of Sa- 
yours in the Chapter of Rectification, we ſhall 
omit it here, and proceed to the laſt Head. 
The Fermentation of Herbs is to be conſi- 
dered in a twofold reſpect, /c. either as they 
are worked per ſe by a common Ferment; or 
by Sugar 9 Honey; per ſe is when the Herb, 
Flower or Berry, is bruiſed in a large Wood- 
en, or. Alablaſter Mortar, with a Wooden 
Peſtle, and then warm Liquor, or Water 
poured thereon, . and the Ferment or Yeaſt 
added ſvihcient to ſtir it up or quicken it ſo, 
as to bring it into a true and perfect Fermen- 
tation: By Sugar or Honey i, as you Diſtil 
from the Herb its Juice in a cold Still. to 
which, being put in a convenient Veſſel, you

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and to every Gallon of Liquor a Pound, two, 


# | three, or four of Sugar or Honey, as you will 
have it ia ſtrength ; then being ſtirred well 


1 together, let them be covered cloſe and 
warm; and let them ſtand till they Ferment, 


work, froth and flower, and ſmell very fra- 


grant, and become fit to Diſtil; and if occa- 
ſion requires this Fermentation may be pro- 
moted by ſome of the precited Fermentatives. 
= Obſerve that if you work roots either of theſe 
ways you muſt ſlice them thin before you put 
them in. | 5 
9 Thus have we run through theſe ſix Heads, 
in which is comprehended all that is needful 
WW to be treated of concerning Fermentation, 
only we think it requiſite to add theſe follow- 
ing Rules, Firſt, That in all things, that are to 
be wrought by Fermentation, the whole mixture 
muſt be well united; Secondly, That the Back 
muſt be temperately ſet ; Thirdip, That you muſt 
add a convenient quantity of Yeafft or —— 
and keep them warm: All theſe muſt be dili- 
gently weighed, and accurately obſerved, if 
ever you intend to exalt your materials to the 
deſired end; concerning which you ſhall hear 
what the famous Kadolphus Glauber faith , 
Where he ſpeaks of the defects in Fermentati- 
on; the which he ſays ſometimes proceeds from too 
much cold, or hot Water put in, or the Veſſels not 
being well covered, by which means the cold Air is 
let in, whence the Fermentation is hindred, and 
conſequently the Diſtillation of the Spirit; for by 
the help of Fermentation the burning Spirit of the 
Vegetables is ſet at liberty, without which it can- 
| 4 not 
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net be done: Alſo the Diſtillation is hindred by 5 
too much haſte, as well as by too much delay; for 
of you begin to Diſtil before the time, v\z. Fer- 


mentation not being yet perfected, you ſhall have i 


but few Spirits; wherefore alſo the better part is, 
by many that are unskilful, caſt to the Swine, but 
without any great loſs, if the matter were Malt, 
becanſe that Swine are fed therewith : but not ſo 
F other Vegetables were the matter of the Diſtilla- 
tion: Alſo too much ſlowneſs where the Matter be- 
gins to be ſowre before it be Diſtilled, yields very 
few Spirits, that which often happens whileſt Herbs 
and Homers, &c. are out of Ignorance left in 
Fermentatien three, four, five, or more Weeks, 
before they be Diſtilled ;, for the greateſt part of 
the Spirit is then turned to Vinegar, which mould 
not be ſo very ill done, if ſo be theſe Men knew 
how to Clarifie the Remainders, and turn it into 
Vinegar, that nothing thereof. might be loſt; for 
the Vinegars of Herbs, Flowers, Seeds and Roots 
are not to be contemned. And ſo oftentimes (a 
thing to be lamented) the better parts, if they be 
Spices and Precious things, is loſt. 
'. The Matter of the Diſtillation , and other 
choice things, as Seeds and Herbs are caſt away 
with loſs ; wherefore for Admonition ſake, I was 
willing ta add ſuch things, that the Operators may 
have an opportunity to conſider the Matter a little 
more profoundly with themſelves, or at leaſt of 
learning the Art of Diſtilling from Country Men, 
who do not ſuffer their Malt to Putrefie, grow 
Sowre or Mouldy, before they fall upon their 
Diſtillations; but preſently Fermentation being 
made (the third or fourth day) begin their Di- 
= "a 6, 4 ſtillation. 
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ftillation. Which we ſhall now come to treat 
of, and firſtof bringing them into Low Wines. 

For the making of which you mult obſerve 
two things; the firſt is, that in all things, 
which are Liquid, as Beer, Cyder, &c. you 
muſt put your before deſcribed Pump into the 
Back in which it is, directing your Spout to 
that Still which you deſign to charge; and let 
one Hand Pump, and another pair of Hands 
Row up, that ſo the Bottom may come into 
the Still, and when filled ſo high as the upper 
Nails, let down your Head on the Still; but 
put not the Beck or Noſe as yet into the 

orm; for Reaſons hereafter expreſſed ; 
then, the Still being charg'd, proceed to the 
making of your Fire, which. is beſt of Coals 
or dry Cleft-Woed, and very ſtrong, until 
it begins to boyl, as a Pot going over; then 
muſt you ſet the Pipe of the Head into the 
Worm, and as it begins to drop and run a 
ſmall ſtream into the Can, then immediatel 
| muſt you threw damping under the Still, 
which is, the Aſhes that fall under your Grate 
and kept wet for that end, for if you ſhould 
not do fo, it would boyl over into the Worm, 
and ſo ſtop and foul the ſame ; and having 
Yroceeded thus far, your Still being in a good 
Temper, you muſt begin to lute all faſt with 
a Paſte made of Whiting and Rie-flower : you 
muſt exactly lute round the Neck of your Still, 
and by ſo doing you will keep in that Breath; 
in which is the Spirit ; and as you have paſted 
the Neck, ſo muſt you alſo paſte the Pipe and 
Worm, wherein it goes; that is to ſay, ex- 
JJ Do, 5 | actly 
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actly to cloſe the Joint: Vou muſt alſo ob- 


ſerve ſo to govern your Fire, that you bring 


your Still to work ſo, as that the Stream may 


run the bigneſs of a large Gooſe or Turkey 


Quill, and being thus brought to work, it 
muſt be continved till all the ſtrength is off, 
and what runs is a ſtinking Flegm; thus are 


you tg proceed in your firſt Extraction, the 
ſecond ſhall he ſhown hereafter. ; 


As to the other thing, which is te be obſerv= 


ed, it is in the Diſtilling of thoſe ,things, 
which are not preſſed forth from their Cor po- 
riety , but thick and thin muſt all go into 
the Still together ; and this generally will 
Cake, although you take all the care you can 
to ſtir it before it works; by which means we 


have known the Bottom of a New Still burnt 
out; which to prevent, as we have done in 
our tryals, you mult obſerve, that in making 


your Still two Inches above the turning, and 
juſt even with the cloſure of the Brick-work, 
ou muſt have your Still turned with a very 


7 Verge, and exactly hammer'd for the 
upper part to ſhut in, which muſt be propor- 
tioned round up, as in other Stills, with a 


Neck exactly fit for the Head, on which you 
mult place two Rings, juſt oppoſite one to 
another, that ſo at any time upon occaſion it 
may be eaſily lifted off, to which Verge you 
muſt fit a very ſtrong Iron Hoop, the upper 
part of which muſt have three ſtrong Rings 
in it, that ſo upon occaſion a Rope may be 


faſt ned to ĩt; to the under part you muſt lace 


or brace on your container, which muſt come

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within two or three Inches of the Bottom, as 
alfo within two Inches of every ſide; then 


place your Hoop on the Verge, and charge

WF ceived, and the Liquor will paſs to fill up the 


Vacancy; then ſhut down the Shonlders of 
your still, and lute faſt with a Paſte made of 
Calx Vive and Whites of Eggs, or fine Flower 
and Sand, or thick well boiled Starch and 
Sand: Let down your Head, but you muſt 
not yet put the Noſe into the Worm, but 
make a good Fire, as you were before di- 
reed, and ſo cauſe your Liquor to boyl, and 
before it works great part of the Wild Gaſs or 
unruly Spirit will go off invifibly, as much in- 
deed as can be expected, except your Liquor 
had been decocted and cooled in: Now as the 
Beck, Noſe, or end of the Pipe begins to 
drop, you muſt put it into the Worm and 
Lute faſt, as before directed, as alſo the Neck 
of the Stills, and your Still being brought to 
= work, you muſt in all things proceed in the 
= Extracting. your Low Wines, as before laid 
down in the firſt Obſervation : And this alſo 
is to be Nated, that ſome Malt, Grain, and 
Fruits will in the beginning run off a Can, 
two, or three of Proof Spirit, and then it 

generally runs long: Others ſometimes runs 
not at the beginning ſo fully Proof, and yet 
will yield indifferently well. Thus your Low 
Wines being Diſtilled, you let them lye ten 
or fourteen Days, to enrich themſelves; for 
in that time they get by lying, and ſome think 
that if they lie longer they loſe, as alſo Proof

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| Spirits, except they lie very warm : But how- 
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ever they may, as we have found by experi- 


ence, be ſo order'd, as that they may be the 43 
more mellowed, and better themſelves there: 


by. Theſe Rules being ſufficient for the Ex- 
tracting all kind of Low Wines, and the more 
eſpecially, if yon make uſe of our curious In- 
vention, before deſcribed, for that by it theſe 
benefits will accrew ; Firſt, you are not trou- 


"bled with the moving, ſtirring or rowing your 


matter in the Still; Secondly, you need not 


will comeover ſweet, pleaſant and fragrant ; 
Thirdly and Laſtly, you have this advantage, 


that you may remove the Shoulders of your 


Still, and. faſten a Rope in the Iron Hoop, 


and by means of a Pully lift your matter at 
once out, which may be received into a Cowel 


and born away ; and the Waſh let out the 
common way; and if your matter be either 
Wheat or Barley, the Grains, though they 
have been in the Still, will be very good Food 


for Cattle or Swine. Note, that after this 


method, only uſing a Tin-pan made fit for the 


Verge, and an Inch or two of vacancy be- 


tween, whereby to put in the Water, may 
you have an Artificial Balneum for rectifying 
your Spirits. We ſhall now proceed to the 
ſecond Extraction, which is thus; 

Take two or three Cans of Water, put

fear your Still's being burnt, or your Wines 
gettiag any aduſtion or evil Tang, for they

the which you may know by the weakneſs of 


that which comes. > 
Obſerve. You may alſo uſe a ſmall Porti- 
on of ſome Herb, which hath a proper Signa- 
ture with the Vine: And it is a general Cu- 
ſtom among the Diſtillers, in order to make 
their Spirits hot, ſtrong, and fiery in the 
Mouth, to uſe Spaniſh Grains, which are ſold 
by the Druggiſts, which do accompliſh their 
end ; but with little other advantage to the 


W Spirit: Therefore do we reject it, tho' a thing 


ſo much practiſed, ſeeing more agreeable and 
pleaſant ways are eaſily to be found. Now 
we ſhall reveal one thing more, which will be 
helpful to the Diſtiller, which is, in taking 
away part of the groſs Sulphur, from whence - 
much of the Evil Tang proceedeth ; and *tis 
thus : Take a pound of Wool, waſh it ex- 
ceeding clean, and dry it, and with a Loo 
hang it in the Head of the Still, in which the 
Oleous parts aſcending, will be inſorbed; and 
when the Operation is over, waſh clean, dry, 
and keep it for the like ſervice : Having thus 
finiſhed the ſecond Extraction, we think it not 
amiſs to ſhow what quantity of Low Wines, 
Proof Goods and Fine Spirits may be Extracted 
from a Quarter of Malt. VE. 
You muſt know, that in the firſt place, 
*twill make about fifty Galloas, or ſomething 
more than three Barrels of Waſh, which in 
the firſt Extraction will make thirty two, 
thirty four, or thirty ſix Gallons of Lom Wines ; 
and 
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and theſe, if you let them lie, will in the ſecond 
Extraction yield eleven or twelve Gallons of 
Proof Spirit nay ſometimes (thro the goodneſs 
and richneſs of the Malt) thirteen ; eſpecially 


if in the ſecond Extraction you add ſome Wa- 
ter into the Stil!; which in the third Extra- 


ction we count, if truly Proof, loſe not many bs. 


Gallons in a Tun. — 85 
Note alſo, the Engliſh receive their Lom 
Wines, Proof and Fine Goods in Cans; but the 
Dutch object againſt this way, ſaying that it 
is diſadvantageous ; becauſe the Spirit is ex- 
hauſted through the Magnetick or Attractive 
Property of the Air ; therefore they place 
large receiving Veſlels, their full height or 
more in the Ground, ſo as to place thick 
Boards over them, in which they have two 
Holes; the one for a Funnel to receive the 
Low Wines or Proof Goods; the other to put 
in an Hand-Pump, to Pump them out when 
they pleaſe; which indeed 1s very commodi- 
ous, not only for the Reaſons mentioned, but 
alſo becauſe the Still may be ſet lower (a Fun- 
nel requiring not ſo large a ſpace or height 
as à Can) whereby it may be the better and 
eaſier commanded. © : . 
Thus having run through what was promi- 
ſed in this Chapter, we ſhall here conclude 
the ſame, and paſs on to Rectification.

its good Effect among the Induſtrious,.in that 
wie ſee Artificial Brandies brought to a far 
greater Perfection within theſe ten Years than 
in Ages before, yet we are ſtill wanting in 
the Exaltation of Malt Spirits to that degree, 
which is deſired, vi. to give it the true Fla- 
vour of Natural Brandy. e 
Tis true, RadolphusGlauber teſtifies in Part. l.

In Re&ification alſo it is impoſſible to give 
it a Vinous Flavour, but by that Which has 
the Nature of a Vinous Sulphur in it; and I 
make no doubt, but that Glauber living in a 
Viniferous Country, had a Medium prop 
and agreeable at a reaſonable Rate to Rectiſie 
from, which we cannot ſo readily come by 
here: But we to ſupply this Defect, uſe a 
Rectifying Bag, and ſome are ſo abuſive to the 
Health of Mankind as to uſe Copper «s therein; 
others the Colcothar of Aqua Fort and Vitriol; 
others more wary, uſe Nitre, Common Salt and 
Chryſtals of Tartar, to imbibe the Evil Sul 
 Phurs; then to give it a Vinous Taſte, they 
_ uſe Herbs and Roots, as Bay-leaves, Mug wort, 
Clary, Orrice, Pellitory of Spain, Tamarinds, 
Nettle and Thiftle Roots, and many others: 
But not to the defired Effect; for either they 
are defective in the right Pondus, in that they 
may be readily over doſed, or elſe in the due 
Compoſition ; ſo that tis no difficult matter to 
know a Pipe or Hogſhead of Malt Spirits by 
its own Name, wherever it lies, altho? there 
be added in a quantity of Spiritus Nitri Dulcis, 
to give it a Flavour: Tis true, the Product of 
the Goos berry and Syder, and Molaſſes Goods 
are brought to an excellent degree of Perfecti- 
on by mean Artificers or ordinary Operators, 
ſo is the Product of Wheat Grain; therefore 
the whole bufineſs of Art is to better the Pro- 
duct of Barley, Buck Wheat, and to mend 
ſome defects in the Products of Rice, which 
is called Rack, and thoſe of the common Weſt-

« thoſe vectified from the Lees cannot poſſibly 
« he ſo ſweet, as thoſe which are drawn

If thoſe Lees, from whence. you have drawn

generous Nature will preſerve what in her 
lies, to the utmoſt Iliad in its fragrancy; but 
ſtrong Savours either come from the Violence 
of the Fire or Aduſtion, ſo that the Fault is 
not to be aſcribed to Nature, but to the Igno- 
rance of the Operator, ſeeing the ſame thing 
may happen to ſuch, even on the choiceſt 
Products of the Vine; as we ſee Rum gets its 
frong Tangue by the ſluffenlineſs of the Ope- 
rators , often uſing the Remains of their 
Diſtillations or Waſh on the Relicks of New 
Cane and Sugar for new beginnings inſtead of 
Liquor, with the Addition of crude wood- 
aſhes for Ferments; by which means it is 
brought to have the ſtrongeſt Smell and Taſte 
of all Vinous Spirits: Which domineering 
| Qualities come from the groſler Sulphur, uni- 
ted with the groſſer Salt, or from Aduſtion ; 
ſo that conſequently a ſweet Spirit will pro- 
_cced from a pure Sulphur, or ſuch as are made 
ſo by pure Salts, and united to them in the 
Act: And ſo here is no fear of Aduſtion, for 
the pure and incombuſtible part preſerves it; 
therefore it is the great Buſineſs of Art, to be- 
reave all ſorts of ill ſavour'd Spirits, of their 
evil Tangue, and bring them as free from 
Taſte as Water, retaining only their fiery and 
ſpiritual Power, and then to introduce what. 
Flavour is moſt agreeable ; and I know none 
„ more 
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more near to that of the Vine, than what may 

be dene by a certain Preparation of Wheat 
Corn, eſpecially if in the Rectification, a . 
body of pure Salts be put in the Still, with a | 
convenient quantity of Water, that they may 

have room to cleanſe: themſelves, and to be 
waſhed from their foulneſs, as a Leper from 

his Leproſie; for thoſe Salts receive and give 

in the Rectification ; they may be ſaid to re- 

ceive, in that they magnetically attract the 
Aquoſites and Impurities, and alſo at te 
ſame time give forth into the Spirit a pleaſant 

Flavour from the Internal Sulphur. 

But by the way you are to obſerve, there is 
a great difference in the Uſe of Salt; for it is 
twofold; one is rectifying the Spirits through 
their Bodies in the Still, and the other is their 
Uſe in the Cold, by which they perform the 
ſame Work, ſeperating all Impurities without = 

external Fire; which latter, being, wrought *' - - 
by a ſimple Intention, in Nature, excels the | 
former; for all Impurities are gone hefore they 
come in the Still, but ig this they agree, in 
both Operations, whereas they rob the Spi- 
rits of ſomething, they add ſomething agaiu 
of their own Nature, by which the Spirits 
are exalted : PI give you an Example of this 
in the following Receipt. 5 2 
5 R, Pure Indian Peter and | White Tar- 
tar, of each a Pound: The beſt Yellow Su- 
„ phur, half a Pound, and being finely pow- 
© der'd and mixed together, you may with a 
red hot Iron fire them, and when they will 
burn no more, melt them well in the Fire, 
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and when cold, pour them out into a Mortar, 
© and pulverize them very fine immediately, 
or elſe they will magnetically attract rhe 
Air, and ſo not eaſily admit of being pomder d: 
Theſe forthwith put into a Glaſs, and pour 
thereon two quarts of high Proof Spirits, 
{ſuch as you would bereave of their ſmell, and 
put them into a cold Place for four or five 
Days, remembring to ſhake them twice or 
thrice a Day, then filter them through a Cap- 
paper or Filter, and draw off two third parts 
by Diſtillation in Baln. Marie; and ſo have 
ou your own Spirit again, but of a worder-. 
ul-pleaſant Taſte and Smell, far above the 
former, altho* no Herbs are as yet added; 
and tho? this at firſt appearance may not ſeem 
to you a thing of Profit; yet it carries with 
it in its Demonſtration ſuch great Truths, as 
will confirm not only the nature and diffe- 
rence of thoſe, being ſo wrought, but alſo the 
poſſibility of meliorating or bettering ſuch 
things as are not drawn from the Products of 
the Vine; its Profits may alſo hereafter be 
conſiderably diſcerned ; but in all this here is 
our Miſhap, that we are forced to be behold- 
ing to foreign Lands for their Product, as 
Wine, Lees, Tartar, Chryſtals, Salt, Nitre, 
Let us now therefore leave them, and ſee 
whether this. great buſineſs of Art cannot be 
ſupplied from the Products of our own Land; 
Ig mention this to ſtir up the Minds of the In- 
genious to a diligent ſearch of that, which 
being obtained will abundantly recompence 
36; hp e , - 
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them for their time and labour ſpent about it; 
becauſe Nature has bleſſed this Ifland with the 


plentiful Production of one Matter, which is 


the deſire of all true Artiſts, for a compleat 
Knowledg of this, ſupplies all theſe defects. 


The Antient Philoſophers teſtifie, that 
there is one matter of a Mineral Birth, con- 


taining the firſt Ens and Seed of all Metals, 
which when truly prepared and ripen'd by 


long Decoction and Conjunction of due Agents 


and Patients, all Heterogenieties being ſepe- 
rated, and the Homogeneous parts concreted 
and ſpecificated to a Metalick Ens, will then 
tranſmute all imperfect Metals into vendible 


Fol and Lane: Why then may not the true 
Spagyriſt by the help of this Univerſal Fountain 


take off the drowſie Nature of Saturn, or Spirit 
of Barley, or the Airy Nature of Jupiter, or the 


Spirit of Fruits, and bring them into that 
friendly one of Venus and the Sun, to which 
the Vine belongs; ſeeing the Poſſibility of 


Tranſmutation is by the moſt pregnant Wits 
of this Age believed; there is hardly any one, 
that pretends to any thing in Art, but will 
argue for the ſame, and there have been given 


ſuch undeniable Demonſtrations of its Verity, 


that we think it an impoſſibility that any rea- 
ſonable Man ſhould at this time of day doub 
thereof; neither indeed have they the leaft 


cauſe to ſcruple this of Meliorating Spirits. 

: Theeaſinels of its Performance, I ſet forth 

in my former Edition by chat Similitude , 

where I ſay, *tis no difficult matter to take 

the Garments off a poor Man's Back, and to 

' cloath him with richer, as alſo by the IG |

ple of caſting Elder Flowers into well decocted 
Mead, whereby it is made like Wine made 
from the Apian or Muskadine Grape; alſo 
how that vulgar Venus and Antimony will 
cloath pale Faced Sol with a deeper and more 
beautiful Garment: All which ſhew, that 
there is a poſſibility of bettering Spirits by 
Rectification; and I know experimentally, 
that there be ſome Salts proceeding from the 
foreſaid Univerſal Matter, which will prepare 
the Colcothar of Venus and Common Sulphur in- 
to a molt excellent Medium for ReQihcation ; 
nay, the Matter in it ſelf being exalted and 
brought iato a {weet Salt, will then perform 
Wonders; for this is that Salt I formerly 
call'd in my other Edition, the Chaos of Mars 
and Venus, and in the Preface to Chymicus Ra- 
tionalis, the Vitriol of Mars and Venus Philoſo- 
pzhical, as being that Chryſtalline Lake, a Con- 
centration of all the pure Effuviums ot the 
Uoiverſal Spirit, brought to a corporal or 
bodily Form, yet nevertheleſs acts like a Spi- 
rit, and hath power to alter things for the 
better, which ia this Caſe cannot proper ly be 
call'd a Franſmutation of Form, for that is a 
changing of one kind into another: but this 
is a Melioration or Alteration from an in- 
different to a better State; that is, it will ſe- 
crate lmpurities, groſs Sulphurs and ſtinking 
legms, trom whence the nauſeous Smells and 
Taſtes do proceed, and more eſpecially if they 
are made Fætid by being burnt in the Still; 
and render them fragrant and pleaſant; it 
does not perform theſe good Offices only on 
* Spirit 
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Spirit of Wine, but alſo on Wines themſelves, 
even in all things the Artiſt can deſire to a 
ſuperlative Degree; for if Wines are kill'd or 
dead by their Spirit being ſeparated by Diſtil- 
lation, the ſaid Spirit being return'd to its 
Salt and Flegm, and brought to a knew Fer- 
mentation by the Medium of this Salt, they 
will then aſſume their own generous Nature 
and Goodneſs again ; for this Reaſon I have 
calbd this Great Medium Sal Panariſtos, of 
whoſe Original and Parts I have given ſome 
hints in the ſecond Part. W | 
Now for the obtaining of theſe things, you 
muſt ſearch with indefatigable diligence, for 
as Solomon ſays, the diligent band makes rich, 
which may be underſtood of Knowledg as 
well as Subftance; ſeeing that he himſelf pre- 
fers Wiſdom and Underſtanding, before all the 
Riches and Glory of this World; ſaying, Xing. 
and Prinees muſt eome and throw down their 
Crowns and Scepters before t; how can any 
Man be faid to excel another, if he have not 
ſome Gifts above him, and a Practical Know- 
ledg in that, of which the other underſtands 
| nothing ; but into this Part muſt every Man 
ö enter by his own felf labour, and unceſſant 
1 ſeeking and knocking until divineProvidence, 
through his Perſeverance, ſhall open it unto 
him ; for we can neither lay, nor yet think of 
any Limitations in this caſe, but conclude, that 
what we have written is ſufficient for any ra- 
tional Geniu, to receive Information, and make 
Improvement by: therefore I ſhall paſs by the 
Theory, and come to ſhew the Prathic Part in 
Rectification. | Now 
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Now in Rectification you are to take any 
Proof Spirits, and charge your Rectifying 
Still to the Nails, or two thirds, let it be grea- 
93 ter or leſſer, whether Barrel or Hogſhead, ac- 
cording as your work is; if you uſe Herbs or 
groſs things to Rectiſie from, then tye them 
up in a bag, which they call a Rectify ing-bag, 
and hang it in a ſtring about three Inches from 
the bottom to preſer ve it from burning; but 
it you nſe Salts caſt them looſe into your 
Still with a little Clary or Orrice, or what you 
think fit; clap on your Head and Lute faſt with 
a Paſte made of Whiting and Rie meal, and 
gent ly draw off your fine Goods. 
Lou muſt he very cautious of Fire and Can- 
dles, efpecially where there is any breaking 
out of fume, leaſt it ſhould take fire, and ſo 
do much miſchief ; for this reaſon is Rectifica- 
tion abundantly more dangerous than draw- 
ing Low Wines; therefore be not too haſty,but 
oe warily and moderately, and govern it 
o, that the ſtream may not run above the big- 
neſs of a large Crow quill,or at moſt of a ſmall 
Gooſe one; and if your Still be large, ſo that 
your Worm Fat heat, then you muſt be mind- 
ful to cogl it; and obſerve that you let it not 
run too long; for the latter part of your Spi- 
rit will be apt to carry ſome illsavour with it, 
to the great detriment of the former; there- 
fore let that be ſaved apart; the firſt for Bran- 
dies, the latter to be again Rectifyed ſo as to 
fire Gunpowder, and then it may be uſed for 
Varniſhes, or elie it may ſerve for ſome Com- 
pound Waters. "A 
by” Now 
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Now to know when all the Spirituality is 
over, you may proceed thus: Take a Taſter 
of that which runs in the left hand, and a ligh- 
ted Candle in the right, throw it upon the 
Neck or Head of the Still at work, immedi- 
ately putting the Candle thereunto; and if it 
takes * and burns, you may proceed; other- 
wiſe your Operation is at an end; this is the 
common Proof, but I uſually judge of it by 
the Taſte, becauſe Experience has ſhewn me, 
that when it would not fire, it would neverthe- 
leſs yield ſome Gallons better than ſome Low 
Wines. "TI 5 

If in this Tryal of Rectification, all things 
do not ſucceed to your Expectation, proceed 
to a ſecond, or third; ſometimes with one 
ſort, ſometimes another ſort of Herbs and 
Salts, until you obtain the Vinous Taſte, and 
have a clean Spirit and then be content; for 
that there is a diyerſity in Brandies made from 
different ſorts of Wine, as that of Sparſe and 
French; for the firſt proceeds from a Wine, 
wherein there is all the Sweetneſs imaginable, 
being endued with many pleaſant and grate. 
ful Effluviums, yet it makes not {7 good Bran- 
dies, as the Rheniſh and German W ines do, nei- 
ther do either of theſe make ſo good as thoſe 
of France; tho theſe are not endued with that 
Natural Sweetneſs, as thoſe are, but are more 
tart, and yet give the moſt fla vorous and pal- 
latable Brandies; for tho all ſweet Wines na- 
turally give a ſweet Spirit, yet it follows not, 
that they are as grateful, as thoſe which are 
more ſharp; ſo that you are to conſider the dif- 
5 N ference 
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ference between tart and ſweet, together with 
the predominancy of the ſpecificatedSulphurs; 
for from hence comes the different Flavours in 
Vinous Spirits; for it the ſweet has Predo- 
minance with the Flavours of the Winal ſoyl, 
then the Violet Taſte is evidently diſcernable; 
but from the red Mold of Fance, the tart gives 
the Rasberry Taſte ; and theſe again being 
mixed give neutral and pleaſant Flavours, 
whoſe difference is eaſily diſcernable by curi- 
ous Pallats, altho it cannot be ſo exactly com- 
pared to what it is moſt like in flavour, ſo 
many curious ones being intermixed. 

You are alſe to obſerve, thit clear Wines 
yield much more dag” Spirits than the Lees, 
as being freed from feces or Sediments and 
groſs, fæculent Sulphurs, which corrupt their 
Sweetneſs; ſo there is a difference between 
thoſe made from ripe and generous Wines, and 
ſuch as are from ſowre and unripe ones: Alſo 
thoſe that are made per ſe, do much vary from 
thoſe made from ſeveral ſorts of Winesthrown 
in together , the like may be underſtood of 
their Lees : Many things of this nature might 
be ſaid, ſeing Nature, the-Miſtreſs of things, 
is ſo bounteous and large in her gifts : but we 
muſt be forced to omit many things, leaſt this 
Treatiſe ſhould ſwell too big, wherein we de- 
ſign to be as conciſe and compact as may be, 
and ſo we ſhall now deſiſt from Rectification, 
and come to give you the way of allaying and 
colouring. |

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| The common allay is by adding Water till 
* you bring it down to Proof; but Tome make a 
ſtrong Liæivium of Calx vive, and then diſtil 
the clear Water with an Addition of a few 
Chryſtals of Tartar; this they ſay mixes with-

| To colour it, they generally take a Tin- 
cture of Logwood and yellow Saunders, with

HE Receipts here preſcribed derive their

ſter-like treated hereof; ſo that we have been 
at no ſmall pains, to compare and then com- 
pute their differences, thence taking ſuch a 
Medium, as that the ſubſequent preſcriptions 
may well ſerve for either; nay, indeed much 
better than ſome others extant; for in the firſt 
place the exact quantity of the Spirit is men- 
tioned, and in the ſecond the juſt Pondus and 
quantity of all the Ingredients, even to a Grain: 
Now as to the firſt *tis very convenient and 
helpful to the young Practitioners in this Art, 
ſeeing they may be miſtaken in that general 
term, Take Proof Spirit what ſuſſiceth; and fo 
take either too much or too little, and there- 
by deſtroy the harmonious flayours of their 
Waters: ſo is alſo the ſecond, for many Grains 
in a Compoſition ,- where various things are 
named, will amount to Scruples andDrachms, 
and ſo make a conſiderable alteration, eſpeci- 


ally in ſuch as are preſcribed for Phyſical uſes; 
A | in 
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inthe which we ought to be very cautious, 
that ſo their virtues may anſwer the Preſcri- 
ber's end. Now having given you to under- 


ſand the reaſon, why we have ſtuck ſo cloſe 


to this Method, /c. for it's exactneſs, from 
whence Superiority proceeds; what remains, 
as convenient to be treated of in this place,

This being founded and built on many 


Years Experience, through exceeding hard = © 


Labour, becauſe with difficulty I was forced 
to collect them out of the Writings of the an- 
cient Philoſophers, and that underſtandingly ; 
and in order ta this I firſt began with Start 
kep's Nature's Explication, diligently tracing 
5 and his great Maſter Paracelſus, - 
ſilius, Lully, and others of the molt pro- 
found Philoſophers, till I came to conclude 
with Hermes's Confirmation; therefore we 
„ lap 
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ſay that theſe Medicines are fromthence com- 

poſed and faithfully prepared on ſuch a Foun- 
dation as is agreeable both to Reaſon and the 
Law of Nature, therefore deſigned as ſecret 
Noſtrums in Practice, and not fit to be diſco- 
vered to any but the true laborious Sons of 


And the principal engaging Reaſon for the 
Printing of theſe was, to take off that Calum-

as are fundamental and grounded on the very 


Foundation of Art it ſelf, in which the ſecret 


Diploma being underſtood, they will not only 
ſer ve as Rudiments to the Art, but alſo as the 
very Principles, which being known render 


the Profeſſor a compleat Maſter, and enable 
bim to make Preſcriptions of his own. 
Theſe here are ſo compoſed as that they 


will not fail to raiſe ſome Honour to this No- 


ble Art of Healing, by letting the Sick feel 


- the Benefit of their Virtue, for their immedi- 


ate relief in acute Diſeaſes, and W 
: I. Ei thoſe 
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thoſe that are grievouſly afflicted with ſtub- 
born and refractory ones, diſplaying their 
Prevalency in rebellious Maladies; and where 
Life is maintain'd, tho? by never fo faint a 
Power in Nature, yet will they endeavour to 
the utmoſt to ſtrengthen the ſame; and Life 
being deſigned, if they are warily admini- 
ſtred, will always be found more ready to for- 
tifie Nature than any other, for theſe act by 
an Homogeneous Affinity to that Light, and 
are as Fuel to her Lamp, ſtrengthening her 
againſt thoſe Aſſaults which are made by the 
darkſom difeaſie Ideas, which always endea- 
vour to dart forth their Venom and center 
their Points in the Anatomia Efſata, or Mother 
of Diſeaſes, thence producing ſuch diſeaſie 
Off-ſprings as will endeavour to oppoſe Na- 
ture's Harmony, which Breach and Diſorder

by proper Mediums, as Molaſſes, Sugar and 
Honey, the common Ferment being heighten'd 
by 18 which is eaſily done, if you under- 
ſtand the Preparation and Office of our Sal 
 Panariſtog, which will be preſcribed in its 
proper place, for that anſwers all the Artiſt 
can deſire in the Doctrine of Fermentation, 
therefore omitting to ſpeak any further of it 
here ſhall proceed to the Doctrine of Powers, 
by Examples to make theſe things clear, and 
firſt of thoſe of the inferior Order, vi. 


Of Pegitable Powers: _

here we obſerve, that the Abſterſive Nature 
Proceeds from the fixed Salt, the Specifick 
from the Sulphur and the ſpirituality from 
the Mercury; for theſe being in union you 
have the true Eſſentiality of the Concrete, 
which according to the various Preparations 
8 : is 
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Wo / is more or leſs exalted, for if *tis done by 
7 the help of Urinous Spirits, it may as well 
1 be called an Oleoſum as Powers, and eipecially 
1 if the Alkalie, contained in the Concrete, 
a. be not radically Volatized ; for here is the 
difference between .an Oleoſum and Powers, as 
they are generally prepared, the Firſt :s 
that, wherein Urinous Spirits are maſt predomi- 
nant, and is made fragrant by the Vinor together 
with Aromatick Oyls added in the Preparations ;, 
but in the Lutter the Vinor fragrancy is eſſenti- 
ally predominant, and what Volatile or Alkali- 
_ zated Spirits are therein, they are ſo inviſible as 
got to be diſcerned; but in the Preparation of

x hidden fermentative Action of the three, yet 
wml the. more ſolid and ſubſtantial part of the 
Body and Oyl is not Elevated into the Spirit; 
WB + as is plainly evident in this, that there is a 
1 great quantity of Oyl and fixed Salts remain- 
ung in a ponderous Form at the bottom of the

mut learn to prepare Oyls, as we have men-

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tioned in our Anſwer to the 10th, Query of the 
Tearned Dr. Boylewharfe 5 our Spagyrick 
Phil. Aſerted; that is to ſay, they muſt be be- 
reaved of their internal Water and floating Earth; 
ſo that they will readily diſſolve in and unite with 
Water or Spirit of Wine, this is repeated, be- 
cauſe that Book may not come into the hands 
of thoſe that this doth; and further, we ſay, 
that Oyls may be thus very eaſily prepared by 
Art, ſo as to caſt forth their combuſt Earth, 
and as it were, an inſipid Feces, when as with- 
out the ſame twenty Rectifications ſhall not ſo 
readily perform it; and in this tis yet more 
dubious, ſeeing the Oyls by the heat of the 
Fire will be converted into a Combuſt Earth, 
remaining in the bottom of the Veſſels; and 
although Oyl of Vitriol, Aqua-Fort, and 
ſuch like Cor roſives may revive part thereof, 
yet welook npon the Oyl to be conſiderably 
exhauſted, not only in Pondus, but alſo'\ka 
Vertue ; when as that which hinders theit Ul- 
nion by a genuine Preparation is not above 
a tenth part; and *tis obſervable that theſe * 
Oyls will then unite with a fourth, third, or 
half Pondus of any truly rectiſied Spirit: But 
to perform this, is not for the Head - wiſe Chy- 
miſts, but for ſuch indeed whom Experience 
hath made Heart-wiſe, ſeeing Nature muſt 
firſt grjiduate them with her hidden Diploma,

great abroad, of doing general Service, yet 
when we truly conſider the thing, we know 
that their Ambition would be ſuch as to ex- 
poſe the Volatile Salt of Tartar, or any other 
fixed Alkalie to Sale, ſeeing the greateſt Phi- 
loſophers have laid thereon ſo great] an 
Applauſe, that any rational Man will be- 
lieve it to be a Medicine fit and able to 
ſerve the Publick; but this is not to be ob- 
tained from them, neither abroad nor at home,

a piece of unparallePd Cant and Banter, ſo 
great an Impoſition upon the World, and A- 
buſe to Helmont, that Morning Star of Art, 
that no Son of Wiſdom can bear with- 
out Reproof ; ſeeing you have vainly Arro- 
gated to your ſelf the Preheminency, and by 
a fond and fooliſh Conceit, make your ſelt as 
much above him, as the Sun excels a Star; 
therefore it will be requiſite to conſider theſe 
things apart, and firſt of the Name. 

As to the Name, I read not of any Uri- 
nous Spirits Entituled Oleoſyms, either in 
Baſil, Ualentine, Paracelſus, Pelmont 
or Stazkey, that being, I ſuppoſe, a newer 
Coin'd Word, taking its Riſe from Sy[vfus, 
the Famous Profeſſor of Lepden - nor do! 
read of any Medicines- that deferve that 
Name but ſuch as are included under theſe 
three Heads, viz. Volatile Salt .;of Tartar, 
Liquor Alchaheſt, and Mercury of the Nhiloſo— 
pbers, which are known by three diſtinct Marks, 
fc. the Salt of Tartar is a faline Oily Medicine; 
the Liquor Alchaheſt an Oleous Saline Spirit, 
and the Mercury of Philoſophers a Sulphureous 
Saline Butter: The firſt is made ſo by being Vo- 
latilized by Eſſential Oils and Vinous Spirits; 
the Liquor Alchaheſt is the Mercurial and Sul- 
phureous Power united, by the forcible Diſſalu- 
don of lis own Body, and fo. brought inn 
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line Oil; and the Mercury of Philoſophers is 


an Union of the Water, Blood and Spirit, 


the Body being diſſolved by-a Natural Pro- 
ceſs, which by a ſecond Rotation becomes Dy - 
plicate; each of theſe bears a particular Mark 


or Character, by which it is to be known : 


The Salt of Tartar Oylified bears this Chara- 
Cer, /c. its diſſolving Vertue, as aforeſaid, on 
Perl, Crab's-eyes, and Unicorn's-horn, and 
all the Metals under Sol and Lune, and fixes 
Mercury: The Liquor Alchaheſt fixes Mercu- 
75 and diſſolves all Bodies univerſally, yec 
it ſelf remains Immortal. The Mercury of 
Philoſophers, his Character is to diſſolve Beings 
by way of Generation but yours bearing 
none of theſe, by Conſequence can't be the 
Oleoſum of the Auytients, nor that of Þelmont, 
which he advanced to ſo great Perfection, as 
no Maſter breathing could ever exalt higher: 
His Maſterſhip he has plainly ſhewn to the 
Sans of Wiſdom by the Mechanick Proots, 
viz. Its diffolving a Charcole, fixing Mercury,

and Salts, the Gravel in the Reins and Kid- 
neys, Joint and Chalky Gout have their O- 
riginal; and my own Experience confirms 
the ſame, having twenty Years ago form'd 
Stones (like the Duclech) and Sand, in quanti- 
ty, from Urinous Salts. 5 
Thirdly, From what has been ſaid, the 
Nature and Inſufficiency of your Medicine 
may not only be diſcerned, but alſo your De-

Medicine was Van Pelmont; but you are not 
pleas'd to cite that Record, whereby we 
might know what Name he call'd . 
If you would inſinuate, as if it ſhould be the 
Alchaheſt, you are in this Point alſo highly 
miſtaken; for ſince him it has been poſſeſſed 


by the famous Ludovicus de Comit: 


by Phtfalethes, and ſome ſay by Stazkey, 
as alſo the Oleoſum of Tartar and Urine ; but 


having written particularly concerning the

Thus, 
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Thus, Reader, I have in general deſcribed 
our Menſtruums and Fires, which being right- 
iy underſtood, may ſerve as a Guide to the 
Mount Helicon of art; eſpecially to ſuch as 
will make Coales, Glaſſes and hard Labour 
their Interpreters; yet for the benefit of 
ſuch, I ſhall be a little more particular, in 
giving ſome general Hints concerning the 
Matter and Preparation of the great Hilech, 
or the Circulatum Minus of Paracelſus, called 
by his great Interpreter Van Helmont, Alka- 
beſt, from the German word Al-geheſt, which 
ſignifies All Spirit; becauſe after its Prepara- 
tion no corporal Matter remains in it; the 
Preparation of this being abundantly more 
difficult than any other Chymical Arcanum; 
for as Philalethes ſays, tis an hundred times 
more difficult to prepare than the Grand Elixir; 
and a principal Reaſon is, becauſe the true 
Matter and manner of its Preparation is not 
conceived from the Writings of the Antients ; 
and jſo every conceited Ideot, who is fill'd 
with the airy Notions of a phantiſtick Brain. 
grounds his own Opinion for Truth, an 
flights all others as fallacious; being too full 
to be taught; of this number are the Mer- 
cury and Reg ulus. mongers, and the Doters on 
Vitriol, Salts and imperfe& Metals, which I 
can no better compare than to the Saxon Chy- 


miſt in his new Spagyrical Chymiſtry, whoin 


Pas Paragraph affirms and denies, and yet 
condemns the Authority of the Antients, be- 
cCauſe he does not underſtand them; and yet 
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| at the ſame time would allude, that he him- 
| ſelf were Maſter of ſome great Myſteries : 
What I have to ſay of this Point, is, that ſuch 
a Chaos and Hodg-podg is fit for ſuch Opera- 

: tors; and long may they hug and injoy them, 
as not being qualified for receiving Truth in

thoſe German Chymiſts in my Travels; their 
Heads being like their Clock-work, abundance 
of Motions, too much incumber'd to perform 
true Time, and too chargable to be kept; fo 
that they are become as uſeleſs in moſt parts of 
Eurepe, as their airy Chymiſts. But to re- 
turn from this Digreſſion to the Matter in 
hand ; which is to lay down the-Fundamental 
Grounds of the beſt Authors, who have 
treated of the Liquor Allaheſt, beginning firſt 
with Paracelſus; tho? J cannot conceive that 
he has deſcribed the Matter any more than by 
the Scope of its Tendency ; for it muſt be 
Univerſal, ſeeing he declares the Vertue and 
Office of his Liquor to be ſo, when prepared; 
neither indeed has he been any clearer in his 
Preparation, ſeeing what he has given con- 
Cerning it, is only that of Solution and Coa- 
gulation, where he bids you diſſolve from its. 
Coagulated State, and Coagulate again into a 
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M: tranſmuted Form. | : 


Nov this of Solution and Coagulation, be-+., | 
ing a Proceſs alike, and common to molt |» } 
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Chymical Proceſſes, there is ſo little Infor- 
mation to be gathered from what he has ſaid, 
that we ſhall here paſs it by, and come to his 
great Expoſitor Van Helmont. 

Helmont, when he comes to deſcribe this 
Liquor, tells us, tis found in a Latex, which 
is an hidden Source or Fountain, and is a Bo- 
dy of Salt, appearing under two Fares or 
Forms, which he ſays muſt be reduced to one, 
to make Sympheny or Harmony; which 
words are obſcure enough, and the Proceſs he 
gives as equally dark, being only that of reite- 
rated Solution and Intervening Coagulation, 
and ſo to reduce it into the ſmalleſt Attoms 
poſlible in Nature; which he deſcribes by the 
Serpent biting himſelf, reviving from that 
Poiſon, and thenceforth becomes Immortal. 

Starkey ſeems to agree with this Proceſs of 
Helmont, and to Illuſtrate it; but he, in his 

| Treatiſe of the Liquor Alkaheſt, lays down hu- 
man Urine, as its Baſis, quoting his Authori- 
ty from Helmont, where he gives this Encom 
on this Salt, iz. That it excels all other par- 
ticular Salts there reckon'd up; and when he 
comes to give the Proceſs. of the Alkaheſt, 
ſays, tis the ſubtil penetrating Spirit of Human 
Dine, united with that which is centrally one 
1 with it; which he proves to be a Vinous Spi- 
frit and Oil; ſaying, *tis done by means of an 

Acid, not Corroſive, but grateful to Nature; 

and by often Circulation attains to that height 
of Purity, as to be call'd Eus Salium, Sum- 1 
mum Salium Principium: As the Matter here 
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deſcribed is in Terms alien and obſcure, 
ſo is his Proceſs but little clearer ; for in ano- 
ther place he ſays, *tis made by long dige- 
ſtion, it being ſome days before bereaved of 
its Coagulating Spirit; and in the foreſaid 
Proceſs he ſays, it obtains the height of its 
Purity by often Circulation, which if he un- 
derſtood what he ſaid, theſe Expreſſions 
are far more wide and obſcure than the other. 
But Philalethes in his Treatiſe extant, 
grounds his Proceſs on Blood and Urine, and 
bids you take Urine, and dp vr it, not ina 
Glaſs, but earthen Veſſe , fix Weeks, light 
cloſed or cover'd; and by the Addition of 
Salt Nitre, draw from it a Spirit ſomewhat 
Vinous, which he ſays is wonderful in the 
Diſſolution of Bodies, but cannot ſubſiſt with- 
out Blood; aſſerting that in Urine, and Blood 
the Alkabeſt lies hid: To compleat his Proceſs, 
he bids you to take the Salt of new Urine, and 
gently evaporate to a drineſs, diſſolve in half 
io much Water; Filtrate, congeal and diſſolve, 
and. then Cohobate till all is come over. 

This Proceſs, tho? it carries Clearneſs and 
Truth in it to a Son of Art, yet it is abſtruſe 
and obſcure enough to thoſe who underſtand 

not his Analogy, becauſe by the Urine and 
Blood, here expreſſed, he means that of the 
_xgreit World; the Matter being originally” - 
= the ſame with that of thegreat Elixir, as may 
be eafily conceived from his other Wri- | 
-. tings : For where he ſpeaks of the force 
pf the Fiery Dragon, or Blood, he fays, it o- || 
WI yYercomes all things; that is to ſay, when di- 
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ſtild with the Mercurial Salt; but in the 
way of Generation the Vegetable Saturnia o- 
vercomes it; ad *tis clear from his Words in 
his Introit. Apert. p. 25. Where he treats of 
the Invention of the perfect Magiſtery, that 7 5 
theſe two have one Root; for they rejected all 
Salts (ſays he) one Salt only excepted, which is 
the firſt Eng of Salts, the which dc olves all Me- 
tals, and i the ſame Work coagulates common 
Mercury; but tins is done, but in a violent way, 
and therefore that kind of Agent is again ſepara- 
ted entire, both in Weight and Vertue from the 
things it is put to. of Be, 

And in his Expoſition on Sir George Rip- 
ley's Epiſtle, he ſhews, that Alkalies make a 
violent Separation between the Sulphur and 
Mercury; but here you may conceive that he 
points forth our Univerſal Alkaly, which is an 
Agent in preparing the Immortal Liquor; which 
you may in part gather from what is ſaid, does 
proceed from the ſame Root as the grand Eliæ- 
ir; but for a full Confirmation, hear what 
Ludo vicus de Comit. ſays.
